INTRODUCTION 

In an early Society publication. Vol. ‘XIN, ‘Ne , we pre- 
sented a biographical sketch of William Rank ey in large 
part upon the diaries which he had kept for a period of thirty 
years. Except for one brief interim, in the year 1877, the daily 
records were continuous from 1851, when Rank was fifty-six, 
to the time of his death in 1881, at the age of eighty-five. Wade oe 


_ Aware of the fact that a certain charm exists in the original 
notations, that may be lost in finished paragraphs, we decided to 
present the diaries, in edited form, as an added publication. The 
range of interests presented in the diaries is varied. One finds 
records of local and provincial interest, to notations of seasons 

'_and migration patterns of birds. Each of these items could have 
been the basis of a story in-itself. It was thought .advisable, 
however, to follow a chronological arrangement, thus maintaining 
the original form of. the diaries. Spelting and punctuation have 
not been ‘altered. Countless miniature sketches appear through- 
out the diaries. Thesé have been indicated, only where they 
take the place of aword. i 
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The reader should keep in mind that several towns mentioned 
in the diaries, have long since changed ‘their names. Stumpstown, 
to which Rank frequently refers, is present day Fredericksburg. Mt. 
Nebo is known today as Ono. When Rank wrote “went to town” 
he was referring to Jonestown. 
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We hope that we may share with you the nostalgic delight 
which we found in rereading these day-by-day records. To us 
it was akin to thumbing through an album of old photographs 
where shadows half-recognized looked out at us. Some of them 

- solemn, some amusing and quaint. but all of them a convincing
